In turnip, the disease most fre- age lehe ee 
quently enters at or near the crowa, , es 0 
through caterpillar or slug attack, or 
through injuries received during hoe- 
ing or cultivation. It softens or rots 
the leaf petioles at their base, caus- 
ing them to fall over, and spreads 
slowly in dry weather, rapidly in wet 
weather, through the tissue of the 
root, inducing a brown-colored soft 
rot, with strong odor. ‘ 

In carrot the disease enters and 
develops in much the same way as 
deacribed for the turnip. It is more 
apt to spread rapidly through a crop 
that is thickly sown and pot. well 
thinned out, the shade produced by 
the heavy tops making ideal con- 
ditions by keeping the ground moist 
for the development of the disease 
when once it gains entrance, and har- 
boring slugs and caterpillars that 
spread the disease. Carrots which 
erack beneath the ground are liable 
to be attacked by the disease, the 
soft rot bacillus gaining entrance to 
the tissues through the cracked 
surface. ,

Memorial | Service 


Speaking in St. Peter’ s church on 
Sunday morning last on the text 
“Daye should speak” and the multi- 
tude of years teach Wisdom (Job 32; 7) 
Key. Dr. MacTayish made the follow, 
ing reference to the late Warham 
Tuller: 


Madoc has Jost her grand old man, 
and this congregation has lost a friend 
whom we all esteemed and loved. 
For w@most 40 years he was 4 commu- 
nieant here, and for more than one- 
half of that SN nedgsogh he served in the el- 
dership. Witha simplicity and quiet 
dignity, cue in harmony with his life 
bis earthly remains were laid away in 
their last resting-place on Thursday 
morning, but though his funeral was 
without display, we would not be just 
to his memory, nor would we be just 
to ourselves did we not make some re- 
ference to the passing of one who was 
so long an office-bearer in this church, 
apd who was so highly respec ted by 
the entire communiry. 

More than 90 years ago Wareham 
Tuller was bornin the state of New 
York, and with his parents he came 
here when he was but a child. About 
the time of the arrival of the Tuller 
family in Madoe this country was in 
the throes of a rebellion led by Wil- 
liam ings MacKenzie, and though 
ale a Mers, being Am eé ri- 

s, took no partin the uprising, 
yet those eventful days pea such 
a deep impression upon Wareham that 
he never t them, and only a few 
days ago when speaking of the rebel- 
hon, he related to me a striking inci- 
dent of which he had been an eye- 
witness, 

In «those early days drink flowed 
freely, too treely, but young ‘Tuller es- 

the contagion, and there is little 
doubt that bis long life and excellent 
health can be attributed ne bg wh to 
his temperate and abstemious habits. 

Though Mr. Tuller did not hold any

War Gratuities Facts 


Through the courtesy of the Sol- 
dier’s Civil Re-establishment branch 
the following information, of great 
value to veterans who are in doubt 
as to their gratuities is given: 

If you have dependants you will 
receive $100 per month, 

If you have no dependants you 
wil ceive $70 per month, 

If u were on the strength on 
November Lith, 1918, and are dis- 
charged after that date, or if you 
having served at the front In an ac- 
tual theatre of war, you will be en- 
titled, unless disqualified by miscon- 
— ete., to war service gratuity, 
or—— 

(a) Six months, if you have been 
on active service in the C.E.F., for 
three years, any part of which ser- 
vice Was overseas, 

(b) Five months, if vou have 
been on active service In the C. ELF. 
for two years and under thres yeas, 
any part of which service was over- 
seas. 

(c) Four months, if you hare 
been on active service in the C.F.F. 
for one year, and under two years, 
any part of which service, was over-' 


(4) Three months, if you hare 
been on active service in the C.E.¥. 
for less than on year, any bart of 
which service was overseas. 

If you were on the strength on 
November lith, 1918, and are die- 
charged after that date, and no part 
of your service has been oversens, 
you will be entitled, unless dis.r+«tt- 
fled by misconduct, ete., to war se:- 
vice gratuity for—— 

{a) Three months, if you have 
been on active service in any Can:- 
dian land force for three years or 
over. 

(b) Two months, ff you have 
been on active service in any Cana- 
dian land force for two years and 
under three years. 

(¢) One month, if you have been 
on active service in any Canadian 
land fore for one year and under 
two years, 

If you were discharged before No- 
vember ith, 1918, and have not 
served at the front In any actual 
theatre of war, post discharge pay 
reguiations will apply in your case. 

Any post discharge pay which 
you have received will be deducted 
from the amount of war service gra- 
tuity payable to you. 

For further tnformation apply to 
the paymaster of the military district 
in which you are discharged.

The feataila of the British Govern 
ments esbenditure for the year 
(ended Mareh 21. 1918, indicate a 
| great waste of the country’s neoney. 


The total expenditure on the army 
was $3,4624,000,009. Lactuded-in this 
sum were the following Tiemg: Régi- 
mental pay, extra pay and messing 
allowances, 748,500,000: enat of 
provisions, $3206,500,000; separation 
allowances, $566.000.000, and cloth- 
ing $360.000,000,. 

According to accounts stores to | 
the valne of $464,190 were lost 
through a fire at an ammunition 
dump in France. An investigation | 
ofthe cause of the fire showed that | 
it originated in a hangar adjoining 
the dump used as a billet, and was | 
apparently caused by matches or 
cigarette ends thrown on a rubbish 
heap in the hangar. The rubbish 
heap contained waste, -<plosive and 
¢.Ler inflammable material. No re- 
atrictions on the use of fire or lights 
in the hangar appeared to have been 
in force, and ordinary precautions do 
not appear to have been exercised. 
The report tersely ends the quo#- 
tion by the four-word statement: 

ieciplinary action: was taken.” 

The waste of food supplies for the 
Chinese laborers in France is also 
referred to. Considerable quantitics 
of food were condemned shortly 
after arrival in France, the caace of 
deterioration being generally aitrt- 
buted to the length of time the goods 
had been in transit. Special meas- 
ures taken to secure the consump- 
tion of the supplies were unsuccess- 
ful, owing apparently to their hav- 
ing been purchased in South China, 
whereas the labor had been recruit- 
ed in North China, and on the direc- 
tor of labor reporting that a ration 
containing these commodities was 
almost unsuitable for the north 
Chinese people its issue ceased, The 
total loss in connection with the 
whole transaction is considerable, 
but the approximate figure of the 
amount involved has not yet been 
ascertained. 


Palace Is to Let. . 

The riverside home of Henry VII 
and Queen Elizabeth is to let. 

The building known as the “Old 
Palace,” Richmond, was originally 
built in 1125, and was restored and 
enlarged by Henry VIL. It is of great 


historical interest, as three mon- 
archs, Edward UI, Henry VII and 
Queen Elizabeth, died there, and 


practically every English sovereign 
has atayed at the palace. 

The present occupant of the build- 
ing, J. J. Middleton, holds the build- 
ing om a crown lease. He made an 
attempt to purchase the freehold 
shortly before the war with the in- 
tention of presenting the building to 
the nation, but havigg spent $50,000 
in restoring the property into some- 
thing like its original condition, he 
objected to the demand of the Treas- 
ury Department that before they 
named the price the building should 
be revalued,. a course which would 
have inflicted upon him a fine for 
his own improvements. Thus the 
deal fell through. 

Among the documents: preserved 
in the palace is a record by Arch- 
bishop Whitgift of the last days of 
Queen Elizabeth, dated four days af- 
ter her death. Many prints and en- 
gravings and other historic articles
